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In the Clairos 

1 . (Currently Amended) A manually-powered floor sweeper, comprising: 
a chassis and handle; 

one or more agitator rollers rotatably affixed to the chassi$ and rotated by movement 
of the floor sweeper; and 

a vacuum iw.^A p<>nrtpnt said handle, formed in Ihe chassis and 

communicating with the one or more agitator rollers and adapted to receive 
a vacuum hose, wherein debris picked up and propelled by the one or more 
agitator rollers is drawn out through the vacuum port when a vacuum is 
introduced into the vacuum port. 



2. (Original) The floor sweeper of claim 1, wherein the vacuum port further comprises 
a removable cover that blocks the vacuum port when placed in a closed position. 

3. (Original) The floor sweeper of claim 1, further comprising one or more coUeotion 
bins attached to the chassis and positioned to receive debris picked up and propelled by 
the one or tnore agitator roUers, wherdn the vacuum port fiirther communicates with the 
one or more collection bins and wherein debris held in the one or more collection bins is 
drawn out through the vacuum port vthen a vacuum is introduced into the vacuum port. 

4. (Original) Hie floor sweeper of claim 1 , wherein the vacuum port is fiirther adapted 
to receive a vacuum cleaner hose. 
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5. (Currentty Amended) A manually-powered floor sweeper, comprising: 
a chassis and handle; 

one or more agitator rollers rotatably affixed to the cshassis and rotated by movement 
of the floor sweeper; 

one or more collection bins attached to the chassis and positioned to receive material 
picked up and propelled by the one or more agitator rollers; and 

a vacuum f'^'*, i^-!l^i^r,^^t of said handle, formed in the chassis and 

communicating with the one or more collection bins and adapted to receive 
a vacuum hose, wherein debris held in the one or more collection bins is 
drawn out thiou^ the vacuum port when a vacuum is introduced into the 
vacuum port. 

6. (Original) The floor sweeper of claim 5, wherein the vacuum port fortber comprises 
a removable cover that blocks the vacuum port wheal placed in a closed position. 

7. (Original) The floor 8weq)erofdaim 5, wherein the vacuum port forther 
communicates with the one or more agitator roUers and wherein debris picked up and 
propelled by the one or more agitator rollers is drawn out through the vacuum port when 
a vacuum is introduced into the vacuum port. 

8. (Original) The floor sweeper of claim 5, wherein the vacuum port is further adapted 
to receive a vacuum cleaner hose. 

9. (Original) The floor sweeper of claim 5, wherein the one or more collection bins are 
removably attached to the chassis. 

10. (Original) The floor sweeper of claim 5, wherein the one or more collection bins are 
formed in fhe chassis. 
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1 1 . (Currently Amended) A method of fonning a maaually-powered floor sweeper, 

said method comprising: 

providing one or more agitator roUers rotatably affixed to a chassis of the floor 
sweeper and rotated by movement of the floor sweeper; and 

providing a vacuum yr^r t. independep t of said handle, formed in the ch^sis and 

communicating with the one or more agitator rollers and adapted to receive 
a vacuum hose, wherein debris picked up by the one or more agitator rollers 
is drawn out through the vacuum port when a vacuum is introduced into the 
vacuum port 

12. (Original) The method of claim 1 1, fimher comprising providing a removable cover 
capable of dosing the vacuum port in a closed position. 

13. (Original) The method of claim 1 1. further comprising providing one or more 
collection bins in the floor sweeper and positioned to receive material picked up and 
piopeUed by the one or more agitator rollers, and wherein the vacuum port further 
communicates with the one or more collection bms and wherein debris held in the one or 
more collection bins is drawn out through the vacuum port when a vacuum is introduced 
into the vacuum port. 

14. (Original) The method of daim 11, wherein the vacuum port is fiirther ad«qJted to 
receive a vacuum deaner hose. 

15. (Currently Amended) A method of foiming a manuaUy-powered floor sweeper, 
said method comjirising: 

providing one or more collection bins formed in the chassis of the floor sweeper and 
positioned to receive material picked up or propelled by one or more 
agitator rollers; and 

providing a vacuum r^, ■•»H^p..«4^iit nf said handle, formed in the diassis and 

communicating with the one or more collection bins and adapted to receive 
a vacuum hose, wherein debris held in the one or more collection bins is 
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drawn out through the vacuum port when a vacuum is introduced into the 
vacuum port. 

16. (Original) The method of claim 15, further comprising providing a removable cover 
capable of dosing the vacuum port in a closed position. 

1 7. (Original) The method of claim 15, furttier comprising providing the one or more 
agitator roUers rotatably affixed to a chassis of the floor sweeper and rotated by 
movement of the floor sweeper, wherein the vacuum port further communicates with the 
one or more agitator roUcrs and wherein debris picked up by the one or more agitator 
rollers is drawn out through the vacuum port when a vacuum is introduced into the 
vacuum port. 

18. (Original) The method of claim 15, wherem the vacuum port is further adapted to 
receive a vacuum cleaner hose. 

19. (Original) The method of claim IS, wherein the one or more collection bins are 
removably attached to the chassis. 

20. (Original) The method of claim 1 5, wherein the one or more collection bins are 
formed in the chassis. 

21. (New) The floor sweeper of claim 1 , further comprising one or more collection bins 
removably attached to the chassis and positioned to receive debris picked up and 
propelled by flie one or more agitator rollers, wherein ttie vacuum port further 
communicates with the one or more collection bins and wherein debris held in the one or 
more collection bins is drawn out through the vacuum port when a vacuum is introduced 
into the vacuum port 

22. (New) The method of claim 11, further comprising providing one or more 
removablv attached coUection bins in the floor sweeper and positioned to receive 
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material picked up and propelled by the one or more agitator rollers, and wherein the 
vacuum port further communicates with the one or more collection bins and wherein 
debris held in the one or more collection bins is drawn out through the vacuum port when 
a vacuum is introduced into the vacuum port.
